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Your iS Cruisers. Mountaingreen merchants want security kept tight

The problem of youths ‘‘cruising’’ Mountaingreen 
shopping center in Upland has decreased, mainly 
because of increased police patrols and the hiring of 
private security. 

“Tt’s not anywhere near as bad as it used to be,” 
Upland Police Chief Coy Estes told a gathering of 
storekeepers Wednesday at the Mountaingreen 
Merchants Association meeting. 

“The media coverage of the problem has served to 


‘drive many of the cruisers away, as well as the visibility 


of the police,’ said Estes. 

CSC Development, the owner of the center, recently 
hired two private security guards who have been 
patrolling the center at night. The merchants decided to 
set the guards’ hours at 7 p.m. to midnight until after 
Thanksgiving, when the hours will be extended to 5 p.m. 
to midnight. 

The cruising problem peaked in August, when youths 
would gather nightly at the center to park and talk or 
cruise through the lot, creating traffic jams and driving 
away customers. 


After Mountaingreen owners posted ‘‘no loitering” 
signs, police began to crack down on the loiterers. 
According to Estes, 331 arrests have been made since 
August, with 2,523 manhours put in at a cost of $30,276. 

Arrests were for loitering, drunk in public, curfew 
violations, possession of drugs and narcotics, malicious 
mischief, driving under the influence of drugs or alcohol, 
and assault with a deadly weapon, said Estes. 

“With Christmas coming, we’ve got to make sure we 
keep a lid on this problem,” said John Munoz, owner of 
Villa de Shoes. ‘“‘Otherwise, everyone’s going to see a 
little decline in their profits this year.” 

Although several car clubs advertised ‘‘cruise night” 
on Mountain Avenue last Friday — Halloween night — 
the problem wasn’t any worse than any other Friday 
night, said Estes. 

The Upland City Council is still discussing the 
feasibility of an ordinance to allow police to patrol 
private parking lots, including Mountaingreen Center. 

“One way to regulate parking is to give people coming 
in some sort of ticket that needs to be validated by one of 
the merchants,”’ said Estes. ‘‘Or a fee could be charged 
to park. However, some of the cruisers might not mind 


paying a dollar to come in and cruise.” 

The security guards hired by the center will also keep 
youngsters on bicycles and skateboards off the 
sidewalks, said Munoz. 

Pat Ryan, manager of Wildflour Pizza, asked, ‘‘Are we 
going to be continually harassed by these kids for 15 to 20 
years? They come in barefoot, want to use the 
bathroom...we need a full-time person just to control 
them.” 

The managers of an arcade in the center suggested to 
Ryan that he charge non-customers a dime to use the 
bathroom and post signs prohibiting barefoot people 
from coming in. 

Ryan said he didn’t want to spend the time and energy 
to do that, adding that the security guards should control 
the loiterers. 

The merchants plan to contact local junior and senior 
high schools and Parent-Teacher Associations about the 
cruising problem. ‘‘A lot of parents think they’re letting 
Susie go to the show or the arcade, when Susie is actually 
out cruising,’ said Debbie Laranjo, a representative 
from the Upland Chamber of Commerce. 

The storekeepers also decided to write a letter to the 
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Ontario District Attorney’s Office, complaining that 
police officers were not called into court two weeks ago 
to testify against accused cruisers. 

“There were about 10 people, charged with loitering 
and curfew violations,” said Munoz. ‘‘Our landlord, Al 
Wolins, came in from L.A. But the D.A.’s office hadn’t 
subpoenaed the officers and only one case stuck, and he 
was only fined $15.”’ 

The officers weren't called to court because of a 
clerical error, Art McKinster, chief deputy at the 
Ontario District Attomey’s Office, said this morning. 

“What happened is the subpoenas were somehow 
delivered to the wrong agency. We put them in slots at 
the reception desk and they got misfiled. The ones bound 
for Upland somehow got delivered to the sheriff’s office, 
and no one noticed,’’ said McKinster. 

However, the next week, another group of cruising 
cases went to court and the district attorney’s office won 
maximum fines, about $65 each, added McKinster. 

“We're definitely not backing off from the problem at 
all. I expect we’ll get more good convictions tomorrow. 
What happened was just one of those things, when you 
deal with lots and lots of paper.” 


Delay in construction 
of Zody’s store irks 
merchants in Upland

Work has begun again on the site 
of a future Zody’s department store 
in Upland, but it may be too late 
according to some neighboring shop 
owners. 

Businessmen sharing the shopping 
center with Hanover’s Ranch 
Market on East Foothill Boulevard 
were elated when the city gave the 
go-ahead late in 1979 for a seven- 
building complex on a lot to the east. 

They anticipated the new center, 
which will include a Zody’s and 
several restaurants, would give a 
shot in the arm to their sagging 
sales. The center was scheduled for 
completion by spring 1981. 

But builders of the new center ran 
into a financial snag. Work halted 
after initial grading was completed. 
That was not before mounds of dirt 
were piled onto an access road at 
the front of the lot, cutting off 
entrances from Foothill! Boulevard 
and visibility to the existing 
businesses for six months. 

Stan Hanover, owner of the Ranch 
Market, blames the blocked 
driveway for a loss in sales volume 
of up to $3,000 per week. 

“Our volume has always gone 
up,’ said Hanover, ‘‘but people 
would drive by, and not see any way 
to get into the place. For that whole 
period of time, we had only one 
access into the store.” 

That entrance is off the side 
street, Alta Avenue, located toward 
the rear of the center’s parking lot. 

Hanover and others complained, 
and the Upland City Council 
contacted the Watts Development 
Company, developers of the new 
center, to find out what happened. 

The firm had not obtained the 
necessary off-site permits that 
would allow changes to be made in 
the access road, but they agreed to 
build a new entrance into the center 
from Foothill Boulevard. 

“That’s all fine and good,” said 
Hanover, ‘‘but we had three 
entrances off the access road, and 
visibility besides. Most of our 
business comes from the east, and 
they can’t even see us until they're 
past those dirt hills — and past us.’ 

But not all shop owners feel the 
construction has been detrimental 
to their business. 

John Gaglio opened his barber 
shop shortly after the center was 
built, and he said the construction 
really had not bothered his 
customers much. 

“All my regulars know me,’’ he 
said, wielding a long pair of shears. 
“Some have been coming here 15 
years. You give people good service 
and they'll be back.” 

His neighbor, Myrtle Jones, is

manager of the Cadet Cleaners, and 
she said she hadn’t noticed any 
difference in her business either. 

Paul Sammis, formerly of B & B 
Auto Supply, blames the 
construction for driving him out of 
business after 15 years. 

He closed his doors in October, 
when sagging sales made it 
impossible to continue. 

‘People don’t buy auto parts 
every day,” he said. ‘‘They tend to 
forget exactly where you're located. 
And when you cut off access to the 
main street — well, people will just 
keep on going to the next auto parts 
store.” 

Sammis is now running a machine 
shop in Pomona, but says he misses 
having the store. 

“After you put all that blood, 
sweat and tears into it, it’s hard just 
to close up.” 

Don Maroney, city attorney for 
Upland, first contacted Kelly 
Nesheim of the Watts Development 
Company in September regarding 
the problems. Nesheim said the new 
access would be built, and work on 
the entire project was anticipated to 
begin again by November. 

A $19,000 cash security deposit 
had been posted, but Maroney said it 
would cost at least $50,000 to clear 
the dirt off the access road and the 
public right of way. 

A conditional use permit and site 
plan were due to expire by Oct. 18, 
unless ‘‘diligent commencement” of 
the project could be shown. 

Despite reluctance on behalf of 
City Council members, Maroney 
said the grading and bonds posted on 
the job were evidence of a good will 
intent on behalf of the developer, 
and the permits were extended for 
another year. 

The battle between the city, 
developer and shop owners is far 
from over. Steps are now being 
taken to prepare the site for winter 
rains, in an effort to avoid the loose 
dirt from washing onto Foothill 
Boulevard. Foundation permits 
have been taken out for three of the 
buildings, although construction has 
not yet started. 

The initial completion date has 
been moved back, and the 
neighboring store owners look at the 
10 acres of dirt with the nervous 
hope the project will be finished as 
promised. 

“T will say,’ said Hanover, ‘‘if 
they ever do get it done, it will be a 
great thing.”

A spokesman for the International 
Association of Machinists and 
Aerospace Workers, Local 821, 
District 120, said approximately 60 
percent of those voting approved the 
contract. He said exact figures were 
not available at his office. 

LAS public relations director 
John Dailey said the employees ap- 
proved a three-year contract calling 
for a7 percent pay increase for the 
first year and a 3 percent increase 
for each of the two succeeding 
years. 

The pact also calls for continua- 
tion of a cost-of-living allowance, 
according to Dailey, who said other 
benefits include improvements in 
pensions, group insurance and the 
company savings plan.

Upland gets ready

Upland is six months away from 
celebrating its 75th birthday, and 
plans are already under way to 
throw the biggest party in the city’s 
history. 

The magic date is May 15, the day 
in 1906 when the northern part of the 
Ontario colony was incorporated as 
a city. And call for preliminary 
plans of the city fathers a week-long 
parade of activities in 1981. 

Representatives from the city’s 
service clubs and other 
organizations met Wednesday to 
hear a tentative outline of schedule 
of events as suggested by the 
Diamond Jubilee Committee. 

Headed by city councilmen Al 
Canestro, general chairman, and 
Frank Carpenter, co-chairman, the 
committee is enlisting the help of 
groups throughout the city to 
sponsor events ranging from 
parades to fireworks. 

“We can’t do this without the 
cooperation of Upland residents,” 
said Canestro. ‘‘The committee is 
willing to help, but we can’t do it all 
ourselves.” 

The first official event is planned 
for May 4 at the city council 
meeting, when the mayor will sign a 
proclamation designating May 10-16 
as Upland Week. Canestro also 
hopes that a Mexican cultural show 
can be arranged for Cinco de Mayo 
the following day. 

A festival queen will be selected 
May 9 to preside over the week of 
activities beginning that Sunday. 

Some of the possibilities include a 
special ‘‘council meeting’? on May 
11 to review amusing or historically 
significant council minutes from 
years past.

Upland cable TV firm grante

A Massachusetts-based cable 
television firm was given six 
months to improve service to 150 
Upland customers, or face revoca- 
tion of its franchise by the Upland 
City Council. 

Council members agreed Monday 
to extend the evening’s show-cause 
hearing to give Acton CATV, Inc. an 
opportunity to correct ‘‘a plethora 
of difficulties’’ a firm represen- 
tative said were inherited when they 
took over management of Upland 
Enterprises in October 1979. 

The decision was split 4-1 on a mo- 
tion by Ina Petokas, with Coun- 
cilman Frank Carpenter casting the 
dissenting voice. Carpenter main- 
tained the council was ‘‘delaying an 
action we should have taken long 
ago,” and supported canceling the 
franchise that evening. 

The Petokas motion stipulated Ac- 
ton representatives provide detailed 
information on the extent of the 
system in the city, cost and 
revenues. 

“Cable service is a monopoly,” 
she told Gene D’Agostino, an Acton 
representative from the company’s 
Massachusetts office. ‘“‘You’re a 
monopoly because you are the only 
source from which people can obtain 
this service.” 

She added that as a government- 
allowed monopoly (permitted 
through the franchise) it is easy to 
abuse customers. 

‘‘What I would like to have is not a

copy of company philosophy,’’ she 
said in reference to lengthy docu- 
ment presented to council members 
by D'Agostino, “but a map of the 
system, your forecast and plans.” 

The council chose not to follow 
staff recommendations to drop the 
show cause hearing, following a 
sharp cutoff in customer complaints 
on the service to City Hall. 

Instead, council members listened 
to complaints and one letter from 
eight area residents, who related 
problems ranging from no reception 
at all, to misbilling. 

Seven of the eight residents at the 
meeting actually live in county land 
outside city limits, and would not be 
directly affected if the council chose 
to revoke the franchise. Cable ser- 
vices in the San Antonio Heights 
area are controlled by a franchise 
with the county board of super- 
visors, but the residents expressed 
the hope that strong action on behalf 
of the city might call more attention 
to their plight. 

D'Agostino acknowledged the 
“problems of the past,” noting that 
while Acton was not the direct cause 
of the difficulties, the company is 
still responsible. 

In an effort to improve service 
and reception, he said a $25,000 
microwave dish was activated in 
Alta Loma for the first time last 
week, which will be connected with 
with the Upland line in the near 
future. 

In addition, he said phone lines 
were added to the firm’s Rialto of- 
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fice to handle service calls and that 
hiring of additional repairmen in the 
area was a “‘priority on the cor- 
porate level.” 

There are now three repairmen to 
handle service calls in four systems. 

Acton inherited antiquated 
systems when they took over 
management of the cable service 
last year, according to D'Agostino, 
and is in the process of rebuilding 
the three miles of lines in Upland on 
a week-by-week basis. 

“By the beginning of the year, you 
should be getting no more com- 
plaints,” he predicted, adding that 


planned for the next day, and on 
May 13, May students will take over 
the duties at City Hall for a dav. 

Canestro said the committee 
hopes to have a carnival May 14 
through 17 at Memorial Park with as 
many as 40 booths for various local 
groups. 

On May 15, the day of 
incorporation, the public will be 
invited to cut a huge birthday cake 
during a city-sponsored mixer in the 
mall between City Hall and the 
Library. 

Organizers hope to put together 
the biggest parade in the city’s 
history on Saturday, beginning near 
15th Street and Euclid Avenue, 
traveling south to C Street, and east 
to the Community Center. 

Other possible events for that day 
include a ceremony at City Hall, a 
barbecue at Memorial Park and 
concerts. 

On Sunday, May 17, the closing 
day of the festival, Canestro said 
plans include a spaghetti feed, more 
concerts, door prize drawings and a 
huge fireworks display. 

‘*All these ideas are just 
suggestions,”’ he said. ‘“‘What we 
need now is people to take the ideas 
and run with them.” 

The council appropriated $15,000 
for the Diamond Jubilee, but 
estimates are now running $5,000 
higher and the difference must be 
made through other fund-raising 


activities. 
Help is needed to organize and run 
the parade, put together 


promotional events, and serve in 
capacities from parade secretary to 
perhaps organizing a tour of historic 
homes.

Alcohol: Drunk drivers can get help

Pinned to a wall in the El Sol 
office in Rancho Cucamonga is a 
sign in Spanish that translates, ‘‘It’s 
ok not to drink.” 

The sign is a symbol of the 
corporation’s effort to reach into 
Latino and other communities to 
help those who drink and find 
themselves in trouble with the law. 

El Sol (The Sun) began operation 
a month ago as a school for those 
conyicted of drunk driving. But 
many of those who come to the 
school find their problem is much 
deeper than driving under the 
influence of alcohol. 

The number of alcoholics is 
increasing rapidly, according to El 
Sol’s executive director Javier 
Galvez. Liquor manufacturers 
spend millions on advertising to 
convince Americans that drinking is 
a good thing, he said, and as a result 
many Americans have taken their 
drinking too far. 


El Sol was created to provide the 
Rancho Cucamonga area with 
bilingual counseling services. 
Galvez formed the corporation with 
help from Benjamin Alvillar after 
spending three years as coordinator 
of the Aztlan alcohol program in 
Ontario 


Medardo Bernal, a counselor in 
the program, spent four years as 
coordinator of a Los Angeles County 
aleohol program. 


Most of the school’s referrals 
come from nearby Rancho 
Cucamonga Municipal Court. 
Classes, however, are held in an 
Ontario church. 


The only thing typical about his 
clients, Galvez says, is that nothing 
about them is typical except their 
drinking. 


“The first offender typically went 
out to a party on a weekend and had 
too much to drink,” he said. 

“With the second offender there is 


an indication the guy might be 
having a problem with alcohol and 
maybe should seek help. 

With the guy who comes in on a 
third offense there’s a definite 
indication there’s a problem.” 

Because of this, he said, the 
school must go beyond providing 
education for the drunk driver. It 
must also serve as a referral service 
for alcohol treatment centers. 

Both Bernal and Galvez feel they 
might be fighting a losing battle 
against alcoholism. 

“The only thing we can do is 
provide a few services,’ Galvez 
said. ‘‘But that doesn’t mean we're 
going to stop alcoholism completely 

. it's at an epidemic level.” 


Galvez said he doubts there will 
be any change until the liquor 
industry begins pumping some of its 
profits into alcohol education 
programs. 


“Their ads invite you to get up and 
get a beer,”’ he said. ‘‘Every time 


they make a commercial they study 
the reaction of the brain and they 
know how to make you get up and 
get a beer.” 

Bernal, who 14 years ago 
discovered he was an alcoholic, said 
most alcoholics have no idea how 
important liquor has become to 
them. The first step toward 
rehabilitation is recognition of the 
problem. 

“We can't do anything with the 
alcoholic if they don’t want to be 
helped,’ he said. 

“The drunk driver never believes 
he is under the influence. But I 
believe that one beer can impair the 
system.” 


“A lot of people that get stopped 
say, ‘I don’t know why they sent me 
here, I just had two beers’.’’ Galvez 
said, ‘‘But they don’t know that it 
was that last beer right before they 
left that did it to them. 


“They need to become more 
educated.”’

From Loma Linda to Mexico 





Dental team journeys to jungle 


Recently returned from 
two weeks in the steamy 
jungles of southern Mexico 
is a volunteer team of 
dentists and students from 
Loma Linda University’s 
School of Dentistry. The 
group was continuing a 
yearly tradition started in 
the early 1950s when 
students volunteered to 
provide free dental care in 
the remote areas of Mexico 
that do not have access to 
such care. 

‘One of our main 
purposes was to do a lot of 
dentistry,” says Dr. James 
Dunn, assistant professor of 
restorative dentistry and 
leader of this year’s team, 
‘and that we did. We were 
as busy as can be. We had 
more people coming for 
help than we had time to 
treat. Some Indians walked 
as far as 35 miles to see us. 
We provide the only care 
they'll ever get.” 

The 19-member dental 
team was divided into three 
groups, each going to a 
different part of Chiapas, 
the southernmost state in 
Mexico. ‘‘Chiapas in one 
word is ‘outstanding,’ ” 
says Sally Ferren, a senior 
dental hygienist from 
Yucaipa. ‘‘Not the towns, 
stores, or even the scenery 
— it's the people who are so 
terrific. Chiapas itself, of 
course, is gorgeous. But 
Chiapas is a place full of 
loving people, people who 
need our love and care just 
as much as we need theirs. 
Their need for dental 
attention is acute, but so is 
their need to be talked to 
and loved. 

“To U.S. standards, one 
might think that the people 
of Chiapas are somehow 
deprived, or in great need,” 
says Ferren. ‘‘It is true that 
many people of Chiapas are 
tremendously poor. But I 
learned so much from 
them. I’ve never been so 
warmly loved by a society 
of people in my life.” 

In reality, the dental 
team’s service in Mexico is 
like a term oi mission 


service compacted into two 
weeks. ‘‘How do you 
express the subjective 
feeling of abject poverty 
and what it does to you?”’ 
asks Dr. Dunn. ‘‘You’re 
never really the same after 
you see that.” 

The three teams 
performed over 2,500 
extractions, 2,000 
restorations, and 150 
cleanings. This same work, 
if performed at the Loma 
Linda University School of 
Dentistry Clinic would have 
totaled more than $37,000. If 
these patients had been 


treated by private 
practitioners in Southern 
California, the fee would 


have run more than 
$112,000. Yet it was done at 
no cost to the patients. 

According to Janean 
Dunker, junior dental 
student from Estes Park, 
Colorado, team members 
had lessons in patience and 
trust, and had to learn to 
put up with good and bad. 
‘‘we had to be willing to put 
up with conditions that 
were less than ideal, and 
working conditions that 
were perhaps worse than 
that,” she says. ‘‘We did 
extractions by an open 
window with no lights, 
while it was raining outside. 
We had no showers and no 
bathrooms.” 

Senior dental hygienist 
Cathy Loderstedt noted a 
desire for preventive 
dentistry programs in the 
local schools. Loderstedt, 
who calls Hesperia home, 
recalls, ‘‘in Tonala, J 
visited four high school 
classes. Many of these 
students we had already 
treated for rampant decay 
and perio disease. But as I 
gave them instruction, they 
became extremely 
interested in their teeth and 
asked many questions on 
prevention of disease. | 
would like to go back to 
Chiapas with a group of 
hygienists next year, and 
spend two to three days in 
each school giving 
instruction on how to 


a 


prevent tooth disease.” 

The dental team’s annual 
trip to Chiapas is never 
without its risks and close 
calls, and this year was no 
exception. ‘‘When we got to 
our setup in Ixhuatan one 
morning,’’ says Ferren, 
“there was the town sheriff, 
huge, burly, broad-shoul- 
dered, with a wide-brim- 
med hat, long droopy 
moustache, and a double- 
holster gun. ‘Limpiar mis 
Dientes,’ (clean my teeth), 
he said. 

‘ ‘Si senor,’ I said, and 
ran for my instruments. 

“He kept patting his hand 
on his holster gun, and I 
went into full gear. The 
calculus and plaque on his 
teeth were unbelievable. I 
panicked. Where were my 
instructors at LLU when I 
needed them? I really 
needed a pick and chisel, 
but I picked up my sickle 
scaler. 

“Altogether it took 12 
hours to finish him. Every 
time he’d see me remove a 
bloody gauze from his 
mouth, his hand would 
reach for that gun at his 
side. I never worked harder 
or more carefully. I also 
never prayed harder. Every 
time he would reach for 
that gun, I knew Id had it! 
What an unforgettable 
experience!” 

The team that went to 
Tonala, led by Albert 
Martin, DDS, of Rialto, had 
a different kind of 
harrowing experience. 
“Our last three days were 
filled with anxiety due to a 
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hurricane which was 
passing through,”’ says Bob 
Erickson, a senior dental 
student from Williams 
Lake, British Columbia. 
“We tried to get a ride out 
of Tonala to Tuxtla 
Gutierrez, the capital of 
Chiapas, but the roads were 
out. Our other choice was to 
rent an ambulance to take 
us down to Tapachula. Our 
ride left at 4 p.m, Forty- 
five minutes later, we were 
traveling about 55 miles an 
hour in the rain. We came 
around a corner and our 
lights hit up three horses 
directly ahead of us on the 
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road. We went into a skid, 
trying to stop, but before we 
knew it, a horse’s hind end 
was up on the hood of the 
truck. The horse took off, 
only to look back to see if 
we were still coming after 
iut. After we hit the horse, 
we continued skidding, and 
stopped just before going 
down a 10-foot embankment 
full of water. The Lord 
really protected us.”’ 
“One elderly Indian 
woman had walked 10 
kilometers to get to our 
clinic in Linda Vista,’’ 
recalls Ferren. ‘‘She had on 
tattered clothes. She was 
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barefoot and her feet were 
caked with mud, There 
were several extractions 
that had to be done on her. 
After that, I was cleaning 
her teeth. She started 
talking to me in Spanish: 
‘I’m very poor. I’m not in 
good health.’ 

“I felt this was a superb 
time to talk about the Lord, 
His soon return, and how 
we'll all have new, perfect 
bodies. In Spanish, she said, 
‘IT can’t wait! I hope it 
happens very soon.” And 
she flashed me the most 
beautiful toothless grin I've 
ever seen.”

The Omnitrans board of directors 
Wednesday continued for a second 
time a public hearing on proposed 
changes in bus routes and Dial-A- 
Ride operations in San Bernardino 
County 

The hearing, conducted at the San 
Bernardino City Convention Center, 
was continued to 8 a.m. Dec. 3 to 
permit further comment, to be 
gathered at meetings during the 
next month 

At the hearing, attorney Harold A. 
Bailin of an Ontario law firm spoke 
in behalf of Gene R. Stalians of 
Pomona, provider of Dial-A-Ride 
service in the West End. Dial-A- 
Ride offers door-to-door transit ser- 
vice on an on-call basis. 

Bailin decried the fact that a con- 
sulting firm’s Comprehensive 
Operational Analysis ( COA) 
recommends that Dial-A-Ride ser- 
vice be limited to areas north of 
Foothill Boulevard in the Upland 
area and south of the Pomona 
Freeway in the Ontario area. 

The COA recommends that the 
service be provided only to the 
elderly and handicapped south of 
Foothill Boulevard and north of the 
Pomona Freeway. 

“The conclusions (of the COA). 
Bailin said, ‘‘we don’t understand: 
That Dial-A-Ride should be limited 
to the handicapped and the elderly.” 

He suggested it would be difficult 
to tell who qualifies in these 
categories. Besides, he added, such 
a restriction would leave out many 
people who need the service, such as 
a woman with children who has no 


car and must go to shop for 
groceries. 

In arguing against the changes, 
Bailin said: ‘“‘You have to accept 
this report with a large grain of 
Salt, 

City Manager Lee Travers of 
Upland proposed that the board 
“continue Dial-A-Ride throughout 
Upland because it’s the most ef- 
ficient means of transportation.” 

Councilman Jon Mikels of Rancho 
Cucamonga, a member of the Om- 
nitrans board, said there was some 
dissatisfaction with the route struc- 
ture through Rancho Cucamonga. 
He said the City Council planned to 
discuss the question and recommen- 
dations would be made at the Om- 
nitrans board’s next meeting 

In a meeting of the San Bernar- 
dino Associated Governents 
(SANBAG) board of directors that 
followed, the board approved a 
recommendation by the West Valley 
Transit Service Authority (TSA) 
that the scope of the ground access 
study at Ontario International Air- 
port be enlarged and that a delegate 
from Rancho Cucamonga be added 
to the study committee. 

The objective of the committee is 
to help determine what roads should 
be improved or constructed to help 
avoid future traffic bottlenecks as 
the airport expands 

The board also approved a concept 
for developing a proposed Montclair 
Transcenter north of Arrow 
Highway and west of Monte Vista 
Avenue near the Montclair Shopping 
Center. Plans call for a multimodal 
bus and rail center, including a 
park-and-ride area.

Bores appear 
in all shapes 
and all sizes

No one, in all the counseling I have done, has ever said 
he or she wanted to be an accomplished bore. And most 
of us would list the dull, tiresome bore as a business and 
social menace. 

The law, in its questionable wisdom, has no statute 
stating that the infliction of boredom is a felony. I know 
of no place from which a person accused of boring others 
might be deported. A major oversight of international 
law. 


While millions are spent every year to warn us of 
everything from Halitosis to hemorrhoids, including 
corns, and falling hair, no claims to have the cure for 
boring other people, or offers an easy answer, short of 
ear plugs, or to run screaming from the room. 


Before a cure can take place, let’s look at this social 
disease and find out why it is that we didn’t get an invita- 
tion to last week’s barbecue. 


Gian Vincenzo Gravina said that a bore is a man who 
deprives you of solitude without providing you with com- 
pany. Talking endlessly about children or grandchildren 
or our pet subject is the most common form of the dis- 
ease. 


We all have met the person who tells more about his or 
her children’s health than you wish to know after your 
polite: ‘“‘How’s J ohnny?”’ You can bring up Brando, bou- 
gainvillaea or baloney to no avail: He or she still wants 
to talk about the baby. This is a grossly immature per- 
son. He or she have not come to that first rule of making 
friends ... consideration of others. 


The second type of bore is the person who keeps run- 
ning away from the conversation. Mark Twain wrote an 
essay which was a masterful mimicry of this kind of per- 
son. He starts out: ‘Did I ever tell you about my visit 
with the Hopi Indians up North? Well, we started out on 
our vacation on Friday .. or was it Tuesday, No, it was 
_”? You never find out about the Hopi Indians, which 
may be just as well. 


The next type of bore is the blank. You knock yourself 
out trying to find some congenial point of conversation, 
and you are rewarded with a thin, ‘Is that so?’’ The per- 
son soon leaves you wondering if he or she is really alive. 


And then we have the giant joy killer. He is the person 
who argues continuously about whatever is being,said. 
He knows all the answers to all the questions, and effec- 
tively closes out all discussion by a flat statement which 
brooks no other opinion, statement or fact. 


Let me quote: ‘‘Man, you're crazy,” he bellows. 
‘Don’t you know that it’s a proven fact that ...” ete. 
There have been a few who have shown a little more 
social grace by saying, ‘‘No, sir, you're entirely wrong 
about this. Let me tell you something...” 


There is only one course of action possible in this situa- 
tion. It is to agree with him, no matter what he says. 
Disagree ever so mildly and you will find yourself with 
a knock-down, drag’out fight on your nands. 


Another brand of bore is the downbeat. These bores 
operate on the fixed principle that the world is going to 
hell in a basket today. This bore figures the world is 
made only of fools, swindlers and no-good bums. If the 
weather is changing, it is changing for the worse. 


These are only a few examples of bores we have all 
met. The bores neither know themselves, like 
themselves nor can be themselves. Their basic needs are 
unknown to themselves and they are unfulfilled. They 
have no conception of the basic needs of others in human 
intercourse or fellowship. 


They overcompensate for inner emptiness by concen- 
tration on trivia and then build it up out of all propor- 
tions. They are a tragic symbol of modern people adrift 
in a world in which they have no firm anchor or fixed 
point of reference. 


Boresomeness is merely a symptom of personality 
sickness, of a static personality which has stopped grow- 
ing. A vital, living faith is the growing edge of our per- 
sonality.

How often shouid a 
woman have a ‘‘Pap’’ 
smear to test for cervical 
cancer? 

Dr. Richard H. Nalick, 
writing in an issue of 
California Medical 
Association’s Western 
Journal of Medicine, 
‘suggests that the answer 
depends upon the woman’s 
medical and sexual - 
activity history. 

Dr. Nalick, associate 
professor of gynecologic 
oncology at the Los Angeles 
County / University of 
Southern California 
Medical Center, says that 
the ‘‘rule’’ of an annual Pap 
smear may not apply, but 
neither is it wise to assume 
that an annual ‘‘Pap’’ 
smear is not necessary or 
cost effective. 

Rather, he suggests, ‘‘a 
more logical approach 
would be to take into 
consideration the relative 
risk for a given patient 
population.’’ Women 
considered to have a low 
risk of cervical cancer 
include those with a history 
of three consecutive annual 
negative smears and those 
whose active sexual life 
began after age 18, with few 
sexual partners. High - risk 
women include those with a 
history of herpes virus 
infection, those whose 
sexual activity began 
before age 18 and those with 
multiple sexual partners or 
a history of abnormal 
“Pap” smears. 

Additionally, women 
whose sexual partners have 
a history of herpes infection 
or cancer of the penis also

A non-profit agency, Inter- 
national Orphans Inc., has been 
formed and has a membership of 
several hundred. 

In recent years, Mrs. O’Meara 
and Mrs. Fedderson along with 
members of the IOI turned their 
attention to child abuse resulting in 
the multi-discipline program of 
Children’s Village. The entire pro- 
ject is supervised by the two 
founders, who are involved in every 
facet of the village, its policies, 
maintenance, aims and goals. 

Mrs. McMurray has been serving 
for the past two years as president 
of the Greater Los Angeles Chapter 
for Children’s Village, U.S.A., the 
treatment facility for abused and 
battered children and their parents. 

As June Haver, she is probably 
best remembered for her movie per- 
formances in ‘‘The Dolly Sisters” 
with Betty Grable, ‘‘Look For the 
Silver Lining,’ ‘I Wonder Who's 
Kissing Her Now,” “Home in In- 
diana’’ and ‘‘The Daughter of Rosie 
O’Grady.”

The women will show a film on the 
village, featuring case histories of 
children in their care. A question-

She has sung for Liberty and 
Warner Bros. record companies and 
played at well-known music spots 
like The Fandango Club in Mont- 
clair, The Palomino Club in North 
Hollywood and The California Hotel 
and The Sahara in Las Vegas 

She says the band that gave her 
the most experience was called 
“Truc and Tracy’? — a local coun- 
try-western singing duet that 
boasted unique harmonizing skills. 

“We had an unusual sound back 
then,’’ she says, but her new band is 
even better. ‘‘The members are 
stronger.

“But the most satisfying thing to 
me is to see a standing ovation,” 
says the 25-year-old Fullerton resi- 
dent. ‘‘There’s nothing like the high 
of playing before an audience and 
having them accept you.”

Just as Dean sets the tone for the 
band’s performance, so she sets the 
tone for the band’s future. ‘‘Our fu- 
ture is just to perform in an original 
manner and make our own way.”

Over the years it has not lost its original charm of the Moorish ex- 
terior and English manor interior.

Walking up to the A.K. Smiley 
Public Library in Redlands gives 
one the illusion of stepping back in 
time. 

The exterior is Moorish in design 
with many arches and a red tile 
roof. It gives the weathered 
appearance of being settled into the 
landscape. This isn’t an illusion. The 
A.K. Smiley Public Library was 
dedicated in 1898. 

Upon opening the heavy golden 
oak doors and stepping across the 
original tile of the entry, the library 
patron is aware of rich dignity in 
architecture and furnishings. 

Whereas the exterior is Moorish, 
the interior is like being in a huge 
English manor library. 

The library is one of the last of its 
kind in Southern California and the 
only remaining historically old 
library in San Bernardino County. 
Others have been replaced for new, 
modern buildings. 

Dr. Larry Burgess, head of the 
library's special collections, said in 
1976. the Smiley Library was placed 
in the National Registry of 
Historical Places. This assures its 
survival in a fast-growing area. 

Though more moderate by 
comparison with the 1980s, 
Redlands in 1891 was growing fast. 
There was a need for a library, and 
Alfred H. Smiley, a winter resident 


from New York State, was a leader 
crusading for a library, Burgess 
said. 

By 1894, efforts brought about a

Redlands Public Library in the 
YMCA building with 2,000 books in 
the collection. There were 173 men 
and women as card holders. 


It was soon evident a larger 
library was needed, Burgess said, 
and Alfred Smiley discussed the 
future plans with his identical twin 
brother, Albert K. Smiley. In the 
meantime, Albert wanted to provide 
a downtown park for Redlands’ 
citizens and winter visitors.

Albert Smiley’s generosity to the 
city cost him $60,000 for the library 
and park. In order to complete his 
philanthropy, he had to borrow an 
additional $40,000. 


On the park property not only 
rests the library, but Redlands Bowl 
and the Lincoln Memorial Shrine, 
built by Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Watchorn as a memorial to their 
son, Emory Ewart, who died at 26 in 
1920. New Yorkers, the Watchorns 
wintered in Redlands and decided to 
give the Lincoln Shrine to the city. 


The park setting is one of wide, 
green lawn, paths and tall full trees.

There are cozy 
areas with fireplaces and benches 
on either side, a beautiful oak 
staircase leading to the upper level 
(used only by the staff), the chimes 
from the golden oak grandfather's 
clock remind one of the hour. 


Scattered throughout on the walls 
are paintings given by patrons. 
These are shifted periodically for 
the enjoyment of the patrons. 


In the Lyon Wing, given by 
Eldridge M. Lyon in 1926, is the 
meeting room added for the 
exclusive use of the Fortnightly 
Club, a men’s literary group which 
started in 1865. 


The club is still closed to women 
members, Burgess said, but they 
are invited as guests. There are 36 
members with ages ranging from 90 
to 35 — ‘‘I’m the youngest,” Burgess 
said. Faithfully, the members meet

Malaysian students could begin 
training in Chaffey College’s 
aeronautics program early next 
year under a proposal being 
developed by Lockheed Aircraft Ser- 
vice Co. of Ontario. 
At a press conference Thursday, 
Teddie Lopez, executive dean of in- 
struction, said the program would 
pring Chaffey College international 
recognition for its aeronautics 
program, already considered one of 
the best in the United States. 

Under the program, 40 students 
could begin training by the spring 
quarter, which begins in March, if 
college trustees okay the proposal 
and the Malaysian government 
makes an agreement with 
Lockheed. 

Lockheed spokesman John Dailey 
said details are still being worked 
out.

“The total program as we see it is 
probably a four- to five-year 
program involving about 1,000 
students,’ Dailey said. As many as 
250 students could be in the program 
at one time, according to Lopez 

Depending on individual re- 
quirements, a student would spend 
anywhere from six months to two 
years being trained in airframe and 
power plant operations. The 
average training would take a year. 

The Malaysian government 
currently doesn’t have a facility to 
train technicians for military and 


civilian aircraft. However, 
Malaysians are building their own 
school to train technicians and ex- 
pect to complete it in the mid-1980s, 
Dailey said. 

Although the Malaysians would 
have no need to continue with 
Chaffey’s program after a few 
years, Dailey said that such a 
program could possibly be continued 
with other customers. 

Dailey described the project as a 
‘‘major undertaking for 
everybody.” 

“We've done training in other 


parts of the world,” said Dailey, 
““but we’ve never done a program of 
this scope in the United States. 

“For Chaffey, it would help their 
reputation ... knowing they were in- 
volved in a major international 
training program. 

“We're excited about it. It has 
very good potential.” 

Lockheed is looking at options to 
house the students. The two main 
alternatives involve the college's 
Corona-Norco Center, Dailey said. 

Lockheed is looking at occupying 


the center that would have recrea- 
tion facilities and a cafeteria, in ad- 
dition to housing. 

Or, another option involves 
Lockheed having dormitories built 
either at the Corona-Norco center 
or the main campus. 

Should Lockheed construct 
buildings, they would later be given 
James Catanzaro, college 
president,to the college for use aS 
classroom space, said. 

Lockheed would also pay for the 
transportation of students to the

The students would have to pay 
non-resident tuition, which would, 
more than pay for the cost o1 two’ 
new full-time aeronautics teachers 
in the already-overcrowded 
program, Lopez said. 

Besides the quality of the 
aeronautics program, Catanzaro 
pointed out three other reasons why 
Chaffey was chosen. He cited the 
proximity of the school to 
Lockheed’s facility at Ontario Inter- 
national Airport, the general 
features of the campus and the dis- 
trict’s willingness to cooperate. 

Malaysian officials recently 
visited the college and they found 
that the aeronautics department is 
capable, Dailey said.
